there had been friction between the two 
governments, but that in recent years 
no important controversial issues had 
been raised between them. 


Minister Silva is in receipt of a let- 


ter from Emiliaco Isza, the Colombian 
minister at Quito, referring to the cor- 
dial treatment he had received from the 
Ecuador government, and the courte- 
sies generally extended to him in his 
journey through that country. Min- 
ister Silva, consequently, is of the 
opinion that the new movement is in 
connection with the internal revolu- 
tiiii in,Colombia, unless something un- 
foreseen has occurred of wJiich he has 
not been advised. 


Many Colombian revolutionists have 


acquired arrus and other equipments 
from people in Ecuador, and started ex- 
peditions, three of these having been 
organised last year, mostly composed 
of Colombians, aided by the sympathies 
and resources of some of, tlie Ecuador- 
ians. 
All these expeditions ha ve failed. 


Mr. Silva says that the government of 
Ecuador always has protested that it 
had made the utmost effort to observe 
the neutrality laws, and sought to pre- 
vent these invasions.

Fighting— Aguluat Their Principle 
to Use Black Man Against White- 
Must Have Full Independence 


London, Aug. 19.— The 
Freeman's 


Journal of Dublin publishes an inter- 
view between Mr. Kruger and "William 
Redmond, in Iliiversurn, Holland, in 
the course of which Mr. Kruger, ox- 
pressing gratitude for Irish support, 
gaid he regarded the Irish as "brothers 
in oppression," and urf ed the National- 
ist members of the British parliament 
to continue their "efforts in the cause 
of justice and truth." 


"When asked concerning the effect of 


Lord Kitchener's recent proclamation 
and of Mr. Ohamherlam's speeches, Mr. 
Kruger replied: "My people arc not to 
be frightened by such proclamations or 
speeches, which will only encourage 
thinn to continue fighting. The Bnti.sh 
have used armed natives against the 
burghers from the beginning, but we 
have not used armed kaffirs. 
It has 


always been against our principles to 
Vise the. black man against the white." 


Mr. Kruger emphatically denied the 


existence of a Dutch conspiracy asainst 
British 
influence in South Africa. 


When asked regarding Great Britain's 
promises as to treatment of the Boers, 
aftw surrender, he said: 
"I know 


Great Britain's promises. 
You in Ire- 


land ought also to know th*em. 
Tho 


British promise to lend us money to put 
things right. 
Then, if it were not re- 


paid, our land would be taken. 
They 


ask us to allow a rope to be put around 
onr necks, arid call that freedom. We 
should be slaves." 


After expressing his firm conviction 


that God, in good, time, would give the 
Boers deliverant;e,.he remai ked : "Even 
now we could rebuild our country, but 
to do so we must have fnll indepen- 
dence.'' 
He emphasized the word 


"fnll." 


When asked about farm burning and 


the concsntratlon camps, he exclaimed: 
"Why do they fight women and chil- 
dren? 
There are our men to fight 


agrinst. 
I do not believe the British 


people know what is being done in their 
name. 
If they did know, they would 


stop it." 


Mr. Kruger said that nothing1 had

turf, is 7 years old. He was bred by 
(Seorge H. Ketchsm, to wljom nearly 
all the credit for his development be- 
longs, says the New York Sun. As a 
2-year-old Cresceus was a winner, and 
us a 3-year-old he trotted 12 races, of 


( which he won seven, incidentally re- 1 
duclng his record that year to 2.1114 at [ 
Beadville in the 2:20 class, at the same 
time defeating a fast field ia straight 
heats, in 2:1414, 2:11% and 2:11^4. 
When 5 years old Cresceus was still a 
star, his best performance being at the 
Empire City track (New York), where 
he won the free for all stallion race in 
2.10^4 and 2.07%. He became the cham- 
pion trotting stallion last year. He 
won every race In which he started, in- 
cluding the 520,000 stallion race at Bos- 
ton, where he defeated Charley Herr 
and others. It was after Charley Herr 
had won the first and second heats, 
each in 2:07^4, that Cresceus won the 
next three heats in 2:07%, 2:07% and 
2:08%. 


Crescens trotted seven exhibitions 


against time last year, and at Cleveland 
on Oct 6 he established a record of \ 
2:04. At that time Cresceus had to his j 
credit the fastest first heat in a race, } 
2:OG1 
2; the fastest second heat, 2.06; j 


the fastest third heat, 2:06; the fastest j 
fourth heat, 2:07%, and the fastest fifth j 
heat, 2-08%. He also had the fastest 
two heats, 2:06^ and 2:07^, and the 
fastest three beats, 2-073«, 2:00 and 
2:00.

At Detroit this year Cresceus beat 


Charley Herr in 2:05, lowering the race 
lecord of 2:05%, made by Directum, 
which had stood for years as a world's 
record. At Cleveland against time he 
trotted 1n 2:02%, thereby reducing the 
record of The Abbot one-half a second 
and making himself the trotting cham- 
pion. It was at Columbus that Cres- 
-ceus trotted his wonderful mile in 
2:02^4. Over a heavatrack at Pough- 
keepsie a few days ngo Cresceus did 
2:OGi,4, which was considered a remark- 
able performaace. 


At the close of last year The Abbot 


held the world's record for trotters to 
sulky and to wagon.

ELECTRICITY IN CHINA, 


Development In Celestial Empire. 


Telephone* IB Most Oya Port*. { 
According to a writer in The West- 


ern Electrician, American electrical ap- 
pliances are finding a wide u=e in Chi- 
na, aod that conntry is about to enter 
upon a remarkable electrical develop- 
ment The telephone, he thinks, is 
bound to supersede the telegraph on 
account of the ideographic character of 
the language, which makes it far bet- 
ter to telephone than telegraph- At 
present there are telephone companies 
in most of the open ports. There is one 
in Shanghai which has over 400 sub- 
scribers at $35 a year, while Canton, 
Tien-tsin, Amoy, Hankow and other 
coast cities also have telephone sys- 
tems. There is a great demand for 
rapid communication in nearly all parts 
of China, and the business people of 
that country are rapidly coming to the 
conviction that they can make money 
out of the telephone, and the Chinese 
superstitions in regard to it are fast 
disappearing since the success of the 
allied forces. 


Just now the^matter of electric rail- 


roads is receiving much attention in 
many parrs of China. The great quan- 
tities of coal hi'all parts of the conn- 
try assure cheap fuel for generating 
electric power, and' the dense popula- 
tion -will assure much traffic. This 
modern 
method 
of transportation 


would supplant the human carriers, 
the wbeelbarrsws and the donkey carts 
which now carry the freight in the in- 
terior. The electric railway lines would 
also mean the installation of electric 
light plants.- At present lard oil, kero- 
sene and vegetable oil furnish light for 
nearly all of the 400,000,000 people of 
China. Even the yamens are lighted 
with coal oil. Electric lighting is fonnd 
only In a few of the larger cities. The 
Imperial palace at Peking has aii elec- 
tric lighting plant. There is one at 
Shanghai and others at Canton and 
at one or two other cities. Several of 
th? provincial viceroys have installed 
private lighting plants, but as a usual 
thing even tue larger towns are lighted 
only by a little candle or lamp hung 
out here and there in front of a shop or 
public place. Russia and the United 
States furnish large quantities of coal 
oil to China.

German Scientist Reports Startling 


Dlsco»erie» In Sonorn, Mexico. 


Dr. Gustav Lebstein of Berlin, con- 


nected with the bureau of ethnology of 
Germany, passed thrlugh New Orleans 
recently on his way to Berlin after a 
six months' ethnological investigation 
In Sonora. 


Dr. Lebstein would not give the re- 


sult of his discoveries in advance of his 
report to the German ethnological bu- 
reau, but he declared that they were of 
a startling nature and indicated that 
he had discovered traces of the earliest 
race in America, lonjj antedating the 
Indians, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
He visited the most mountainous por- 
tion of Sonora, believing it to be the 
oldest inhabited portion of America. 
In an almost inaccessible mountain 
gorge he found the remnant of a road, 
broad and.well defined, showing the 
work of the graders and some evi- 
dences of having at some time been 
paved. It is almost certain from the 
clear indications that the road was 
built before the gorge was formed, and 
the gorge was not a sudden formation, 
but was evidently the product of ero- 
sion that must have continued through 
several thousand yer.rs. At the end of 
this road was n hkh hill of debris from 
rich mines, the oro bcins ol t.iined from 
the mountains by moans of workings 
that oan yet he tiaccd. 


There were evidences that the people 


that worked' the mines from which the 
ore in question was taken were much 
further advanced in the art* of metal- 
lurgy than the old Spaniards or, in 
fact, than any ancient people of whom 
thorc is a record.

the Trading Stamp Question 


The Banker and Tradesman has the 


following to say on the matter of trad 
ing stamps: 


The trading stamp companies which 


began to canvass merchants through- 
out this state immediately after the 
decision by the supreme judicial court 
that the trading stamp scheme comes 
•nithin, the limits of the law are meet- 
ing with a good deal of opposition in 
a number of cities. The local paoers 
in Springfield, Easthampton, and oth- 
er cities in the western part- of the 
state' appar^mly reflect a feeling of 
dissatisfaction 
existing among 
the 


merchants towards these stamp con- 
cerns. In Salem and Gloucester defi- 
nite action has been taken to prevent 
the stamp companies gaining a foot- 
hold. The leading merchanst of both 
places have signed agreements not to 
patronize the stamp concerns. 
The 


plan of the stamp people is, briefly, to 
approach two or three merchants in 
each line of business and make an 
agreement with 
them whereby the 


merchant pays the company a certain 
amount ranging all the way from 25 
to 50 cents a hundred for the trading 
stamps. 
The merchant is then sup- 


posed to give one coupon with each 
cash purchase of 10 cents or multiple 
thereof. 
The coupons are exchange- 


able at the office of the trading stamp 
company for certain 
articles whose 


value represents a fraction of the 
amount which the merchant pay for 
the coupons. This difference between 
the price paid by the merchant for the 
coupons and the value of the article 
given by the stamp comVany repre- 
sents its profits, and is out of all pro- 
portion to the services rendered. As- 
suming the tmerchant pays 50 cents 
per hundred for the stamn? in amounts 
to his giving a disconut of five per 
cent on his cash sales, but his, cus- 
tomer gains little by the transaction. 
The customer pays as much for his 
goods as he would under ordinary con- 
ditions, and can get no benefit what- 
ever from the five per cent discount 
without saving up a. lot of coupons and 
exchanging them for something he 
may not want or need, which, as we 
have said, represents in value only a 
small fraction of the five per cent paid 
the stamp company. Clearly the cus- 
tomer has little to gain by the deal. 


As for the merchant, his cash trade 


is supposed to be increased by the 
scheme, but he is confronted with the 
question whether the increase in'cash 
trade is sufficient to warrant him in 
paying the stamp company five per 
cent on his old cash business for the 
sake of the new cash business secur- 
ed. It is, clear that if a merchant dou 
bles his cash business and pays five 
per cent on the whole it amounts to 
his paying 10 per cent on that part 
which is' new. It is a question if this 
la a. profitable transaction. 
If 
the 


average customer would give the mat- 
ter about five minutes' study he would 
find that in using the trading stamps 
he is indirectly contributing- to the 
support of a concern whose,/ only ex- 
cusf for existing falls flat when its 
operations are analyzed.

into a game of "draw" or anything else 
in the way of gamble. In the evening of 
his arrival the attache incontinently en- 
tered a gaming establishment and lost all 
the money he had except half a dollar. 
Then he went to bed, satisfied, no doubt, 
with his prowess. The next lay the bail- 
iffs seized on the hotel for debt, and all 
guests were requested to pay their bills 
and take away their luggage. Labou- 
chere could not pay and could not, there- 
fore, take away his luggage. AH he could 
do was to write to Washington for a re- 
mittance and wait two days for its ar- 
rival. The first day he walked about and 
spent his half dollar on food. 
It was 


summer, aud he slept on a bench on the 
Common. In the morning be went to the 
bay to have a wash, independent of all 
the cares and troubles of civilization. 
But he had nothing with which to buy 
himself a breakfast. Toward evening be 
grew very hungry and entered a restau- 
rant and ordered dinner without any clear 
idea of how he was to pay the bill, except 
[o leave his coat in pledge. 


And here comes in an example of 


yonng Labouchere's luck, tempered by a 
ready wit. As the hungry and for the 
time being penniless attache ate his din- 
ner he observed that all the waiters were 
Irishmen and that they not only continu- 
ally stared at him, but were evidently 
discussing him with one another. A 
guilty conscience induced him to think 
that this was because of his impecunious 
appearance and that they were making 
calculations as to the value of his clothes. 
At last one of them approached their anx- 
ious customer and in a low voice said: 
"I beg your pardon, sir. Are you the 
patriot Meagher?" Now, this patriot was 
0 gentleman who had aided Smith O'Bri- 
en in his Irish rising and bad been sent to 
Australia and bad escaped thence to the 
United States. 


"It was my business to look after pa- 


triots," said Labouchere, telling me the 
story, "so I put my finger before my lips 
and Mid 'Hush!' at the same time cast- 
ing my eyes up to the ceiling, as though 
1 saw a vision of Erin beckoning me. It 
was felt at once that I was Meagher. 
The choicest viands were placed before 
me and most excellent wine. When I 
had done justice to all the good things, I 
went to the bar and boldly asked for my 
bill. The proprietor, also an Irishman, 
said: 'From a nan like you, who hits suf- 
fered In the g«od cause, I can take no 
money. Allow a brother patriot to shake 
hands with y«u.' I allowed him." He

•nmed by patriots in exile.

The change from military to quasi 


civil government at Manila has bten 
followed by a centralization of all the 
civil departments, bureaus and offices 
and by a concentration of the formerly 
scattered military departments, writes 
tlie New York Post's Philippine cor- 
respondent linder the date of July 12. 
Civil administrators -will succeed tha 
military in the ayuntamieato (city 
hall), Governor Taft using the room 
hitherto occupied as an office by the 
military governor general. It is hoped 
thus to emphasize to the natives the 
change from military to civil adminis- 
tration, Another recorded move of «the 
civil administration IB a contract with 
a guarantee company uf Philadelphia 
to give bonds for the provincial treas- 
urers and their assistants. Th'ese offi- 
cers may give other surety, however, 
but when they accept tbe Philadelphia 
surety they must pay to the insular 
government 
aa 
consideration 
one- 


fourth of 1 per cent of the amount of 
the bond, the government paying for 
the bond from 1 to 2 per ceut, accord- 
ing to its amount 


One difficulty met by the civil admin- 


istration in developing tbe islands is 
the falhir* to persuade the natives to 
work on roadbuildlng, although liberal 
remuneration, good board and free 
transportation are offered them.. This 
aversion to settled employment is gen- 
eral throughout the islands. Just now 
three provinces— Zombales, Benguet 
and San Fernando de Union— are es- 
pecially suffering from a dearth of na- 
tive labor. In Zombales the natives 
ore engaged in planting rice or cutting 
wood, and they refuse any government 
labor, no matter what inducements are 
offered. As a last resort a number of 
the colored men of the regiment sta- 
tioned there have been employed, extra 
pay being given as an incentive. 


Lieutenant Charles H. Burrltt, chief 


of the mining bureau, has hopes that 
the Philippines may In time supply the 
navy with a better grade of coal than 
that now obtained in Japan. "There is 
no reason," he says, "why the coal 
mines of the Philippine* cannot be put 
into condition in sis months' time to 
supply all of the coal required for the 
transport service of tfie United States. 
The mines here have never been prop- 
erly developed or superintended for va- 
rious reasons— hick of capital, lack of 
experienced labor and more particular- 
ly and especially lack of transportation 
facilities. 


"There are mines In the islands of 


Batan, Mindoro, Samnrara, Negros, 
Uasbate and Cebu that are all appar- 
ently valid concessions from tbe Span- 
ish goYernmeiA, all of which are more 
or less developed and which are capa- 
ble of producing in a very short period 
a quality of coal vastly superior to tho 
Japanese coal, and in addition to these 
there are extensive deposits of coal in 
various parts of the island of Minda- 
nao which have hitherto been practi- 
cally unexplored and undeveloped. 


"The coals of the Philippines are lig- 


nite, but resemble very nearly the char- 
acteristics of the better class of coals 
of the interior of China. The coal meas- 
ures of the island of Batan produce a 
superior quality of coke, and the value 
of these coals as a steammaking fuel 
for steam vessels has been established 
since the year 1842." 


At last the removal of tbe saloons 


from the Escolta has been accomplish- 
ed, and that narrow thoroughfare will 
no longer be incumbered with drunken 
soldiers.

LOCO WEED IS ITS PREY. 


Valuable Insect Ha* Been Fonad In 


Oklahoma. 


Senator David Maram of Woodward, 


O. T., was in Wichita, Kan., the other 
morning, returning home from Gutbrie, 
and told tbe Kansas City Times corre- 
spondent of an important discovery 
made in the territorial agricultural col- 
lege. In experimenting with aphides a 
species of insect was found that is 
death to the loco weed, which has been 
disastrous to stock in Oklahoma. 


The aphis hostile to this weed will 


be immediately turned loose ,In Okla- 
homa, and it Is thought that within 
two years it will completely eradicate 
the loco plant in the territory. If It 
floes, the discovery will be worth mil- 
jlons of dollars to Oklahoma or any 
grazing state in which tbe plant grows,

The employment of ivory for the ex- 


pression ol artistic work and as a sub- 
stance (or beautiful articles of utility 
dates back before history. There are In 
oar museum articles of ivory, both use- 
ful and artistic, from the time of Solo- 
mon to the present day. 


While Ivory articles of a commercial 


character have always been In style 
and always in use by the rich and fas- 
tidious, the vogue for fine articles of 
this kind has never been as great \vuh- 
in the last half century as at the pres- 
ent time, says The Jewelers' Circular 
and Review. Various reasons have been 
assigne i for this, one being that ivory 
Is among the few valuable substances 
that cannot,- be successfully imitated; 
another that, silver having been so uni- 
versal!? used within the last few yean, 
there is a demand among those already 
possessing silver toilet articles, brushes 
and similar pieces for a change, and 
there being s<v otjjer adaptable metal 
except gold, which is far too valuable 
for such use, ivory is found to be the 
best substance to fully fit tLis demaod. 
However true these reason may be, 
there is no doubt that on impetus has 
been given to the sale of Ivory goods 
through the perfection in manufactur- 
ing in recent years. 


Owing to the fact that In former days 


Ivory was turned out from the tusk to 
the finished article withm a very short 
time many articles used to split and 
warp, while others, such as mirrors or 
brash backs, often cracked by contrac- 
tion. In the manufacture of ivory goods 
today such results are no longer to be 
feared, because the makers df the finer 
articles, especially the Americans, care- 
fully and slowly make their goods, and 
before the article is finished and put on 
the market it is thoroughly seasoned 
and has been subjected to all kinds of 
atmospheric and climatic conditions. 
The manufacturer today roughs out his 
article and lays It away for months be- 
fore it goerto tfie hand of the polisher 
and finisher. In articles such as mir- 
rors and br$ish backs spaces are now 
allowed for expansion and contraction 
within the frame, so that no cracking 
can take place. 


The manufacture of articles from Ivo- 


ry is'-as interesting as it is little known 
to the average user of the articles. The 
ivory articles of commerce— that is, the 
better articles, such as are sold by the 
Jewelry trade—come from the tusk of 
the elephant. the African elephants, 
particularly thoie near the equator, giv- 
ing the best material for manufactur- 
ing purposes. Ivory is essentially equiv- 
alent to dentine and comes from the 
pair of upper Incisors, which in the 
larger elephauts run as large as nine to 
ten feet in length and weigh sometimes 
as much as 160 pounds. About half 
the tusk is implanted in the moatb of 
the elephant, and this half is hollow, 
the half outside being solid. In the 
young animal some of the protruding 
part of the tusk is also hollow, leaving 
but a smaller portion of solid Ivory. 
The exterior is smooth and in its nat- 
ural state is to some extent polished, 
extended .parts, In the finer tusks being 
often of a; deep coffee color. It is not 
always possible to judge the quality be- 
fore the tusk is cut up, because the 
most profound disorganization may 
sometimes exist inside of on exterior 
which seems perfect When the tusk 
Is cut, great care is taken to divide it 
to the greatest possible advantage, the 
solid part being generally cut in long, 
thin, longitudinal strips from which 
are manufactured the backs of flat Ar- 
ticles, while the hollow part is often 
cut iato lateral rings, and from these 
are manufactured boxes and other ar- 
ticles havlHfflanitaterior. 


The larger tusks coming to this 


country at the. present time run from 
100 to 150 pounds In weight, while ^he 
smaller or "baby" tusks run from 5 
to 10 pounds, the latter being used in 
the manufacture" of such articles as 
puff boxes, ftollow shoehorns, shaving 
'jrnsb handles ,and paper cutters. The 
finished articles of ivory present a 
smooth, clear white luster that is im- 
possible to be obtained from any other 
substance. So beautiful arc the pieces 
In their natural state that very little at- 
tempt is made today at further orna- 
mentation. 
When ornamentation is 


used, it generally takes the form, of a 
simple monegrarat. either of gold or sil- 
ver, while the latest style for those 
who wlsuit»sfc»v« nothing but ivory Is 
to have the monogram cut out of this 
substance and applied to the back. The 
vogue for frory articles in this country 
undoubtedly follows to some extent 
Paris, where the demand, as all over 
Europe, Is most extensive, buMhe sal^s 
by jewelers here .ire now so constantly 
increasing as to insure a continued use 
of Ivory irrespective of European fash- 
Ions. 


Artistic work in ivory, such as carv- 


ed pieces and figures, come today ex- 
clusively from Europe and Asia, the 
rarved ivory coming principally from 
China and Jnpau through the oriental 
pousos, while the figures come from 
Europe and are handled by most of the 
leading Importers of art pottery, bric-a- 
brac and nrt goods.' Anolber branch of 
the ivory, business Is the manufacture

COTA TO HATE A HEW LEGATION 


feUni«ter Wn Taking Step* to Erect 
• 
Handsome 
Bulldi^tf -» "White 


Hoiue Painted at Cost of $1,600. 
AniBtant Librarian Spoflord to 
Collect Book* In Europe. 
Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister, 


3* taking steps toward the erection of 
b fine legation building for bis govern- 
ment In Washington, says the Phila- 
jdelphia Press. He Trill have plans 
Idrawnj for one of the most palatial 
itHplomatic residences in that city. It 
Is understood that the Chinese govern- 
juent has given him full discretion in 
ithe matter. 


Mr. Wu has not selected a site for the 


"new building, out has several under 
consideration. At present the Chinese 
legation occupies a large stone mansion 
on Eighteenth street, near Dupont cir- 
cle and within a few squares of the 
British and German embassies. There 
Is some talk of the purchase of the site 
of the old Stewart castle, on the north 
side of Dnpont circle. The castle has 
toeen removed by Senator W. A. Clark 
of Montana, who purchased the prop- 
erty from Senator Stewart. 


If this site should be selected, the 


i Chinese minister would have an oppor- 


tunity of locating In the very heart of 
the fashionable quarter of Washington, 


((with the celebrated Leiter mansion Just 
east and the Elaine mansion, now 


,. owned by George Westiqghouse, almost 


adjoining on the west The British 


" embassy would be but one square 


away, the German embassy less than 
four squares distant and the site of the 
new French embassy a short distance to 
the north. Besides these there are lo- 
cated within the same territory half a 
dozen foreign legations. 


It Is believed that the determination 


of the Chinese government to secure a 
permanent home for its legation in 
«Washington has been inspired by the 
friendly relations between the two gov- 
ernments. 
Minister Wu has been 


pleased with the attitude of the United- 
States throughout the indemnity nego- 
tiations, and be doubtless expresses the 
sentiment of his government It is pos- 
sible the legation may be raised to an 
embassy. 


The White House has received Its 


biennial coat of paint and looks as 
good as new, says the New York Sun. 
About 2,800 pounds of paint was used, 
and this was thinned with about 800 
Jxmnda of oil and 200 pounds of turpen- 
tine. Two coats of paint were given 
And the material and labor cost about

HIS COSTLY MEAL-OF EGG& 


What He Ate 'Would Have Bron«at 


Him f OOO an Hour Later. 


"Six hundred dollars' worth of eggs 


would seem to be a rather heavy break- 
fast for one man to eat," observed a well 
known scientist, "but I can certify that a 
man ate that amount of eggs and that 
he told me after he'd got away with them 
that they had not fully satisfied bis hun- 
ger. Ten minutes after he had finished 
bis meal he complained that the eggs did 
not seem to sit well m his stomach. It 
happened in this way: 


"Several years ago I was out in the 


Rocky mountains, in Colorado, hunting 
eggs for the Smithsonian institution. I 
was instructed to devote special attention 
to' pheasant eggs and to one variety in 
particular, the yellow pheasant, popu- 
larly called, which was the»! as now, 
very scarce. The trip was,.on the whole, 
rather successful, though I did not find 
many of the particular pheasant eggs re- 
ferred to. One morning I found myself 
on one of the high mountains which stir- 
round the city of Georgetown. I had 
had my own breakfast in town and rode 
up the mountain on a burro, carrying on 
my search for pheasant eggs. 


"About 10 o'clock I ran across a mine 


prospector, who was jnst finishing tip his 
breakfast. After spending some time in 
conversation with him I noticed some 
pieces of eggshell on. the ground. To my 
surprise and delight they were the shells 
of the pheasant eggs that I was so anx- 
ious to find. Not supposing that he was 
interested in my branch of science, I 
mentioned in a casual way that the shells 
were of the egg of a certain species of 
yellow pheasant that I .was exceedingly 
anxious to find or secure. Then he told 
me that in his wandering up on the moun- 
tain that morning he had found a nest 
containing the eggs, and finding that they 
were fresh he bad eaten them, six in all. 


"Then it was my turn to talk, and when 


I had told him that the eggs were very 
rare and that I would willingly pay $100 
apiece for them he looked disgusted and 
actually turned paie. He had been having 
rather a hard run of luck and felt very 
sorry, of, course, that he had unaware 
partaken of such a high priced breakfast. 
He thought he might be able to find an- 
other nest thereabouts and offered to 
furnish me six eggs of the same species 
for a sum considerably less than $000, 
which offer I accepted. We hunted to- 
gether all that day and every day for a 
week, bat to no purpose. Three months 
later I made a similar find myself, but at 
* piace 300 miles distant from there. 
The eggs I found are in the Smithsonian 
yet and, as I know, are about the only 
eggs of that particular species la any col- 
lection in this country. 


"A year ago I got a letter from the 


prospector. He is still in Colorado, but 
says be has never been able to eat an 
egg of any kind since." — Washing1 on 
Star.

SLAVE TRADE IN EGYPT. 


It Has Practically Cea»cd. but I 


AhyiBinln IB Hard to Overcome. 
The state department at Wasbingto; 


has received 
from Consul Genera. 


Long, at Cairo, a report on tUe slave 
trade in Egypt and Abyssinia, Consul 
Long says: 


"All trading- and trafficking In slaves 


in Egypt hare practically ceased. The 
slave trade at .Tedda has been the most 
serious and difficult to arrest or over 
come. The principal tariff Is from 
Massaua and the coast north thereof, 
in Italian territory, Abyssinia, Hodeida 
aud Yemen. Yeflien is noted for the 
export of eunuchs, wio are procured 
from Abyssinia. 


''At Jedda there are 12 well to do 


slave merchants whose names and de- 
pots are welf known. About 50 to IOC 
slaves are imported to the Hegass from 
the African coast north of Massaua. 
They nre principally Abyssinians, witli 
a few eunuchs. The prices are: Mal« 
or female, 14 years old, about ?80; l-j 
to 20 years old, $100 to $125; 20 to 3C 
years old, $150 each. In Medina an<] 
Mecca the prices for both sexes rise 
60 per cent and upward, and eunucht 
command readily from $400 to $50C 
apiece."
